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WOODS, WATERS 
AND WILDLIFE 


_ By James Woodford 

Making fresh water out of ocean 
water is a project that really appeals 
to the imagination. Just think of the 
millions of square miles of dry land 
which could grow food for the hungry 
millions of people in the world! “The 
desert shall rejoice, and blossom as 
the rose.” Will this prophecy come 
true in our time? 

A gteat deal of research in desa- 
lination is: being done now, both by 
private industry and at universities. 
Much of the research is sponsored by 
the United States government, though 
Israel and other nations are also 
hard at work. A number of test 
plants have been built and some are 
working at practical jobs -- like the 
plant at ‘Guantanamo, Cuba, which 
supplies the base there. 

Now it seems that those desalina- 
tion projects may have implications 
not only for food supply’ and water 
supply, but for the prevention and 
cure of water pollution. Why not? 
The basic problem is one of water 
purification, whether the contaminant 
is salt, sewage or any other pollutant. 
If you can get salt, or the sewage, 
out, then the water could come out 
so clean you could drink it. Just don't 
tell anyone where it came from! 

It’s no problem to purify water — 
every ocean liner has a distilling plant 
big enough to make all the water 
it needs for crew and passengers. The 
trick is to do it cheaply enough for 
general consumption: the average 
rate. of municipal water in Ontario 
is ohly 25c to 45c per thousand gal- 
lons. ; 

A really cheap method has still to 
be invented, but a breakthrough may 


‘come any day. Right now distillation | 


processes command a virtual mono- 
poly for sea water conversion, and 
distillation is expected to remain in 
the forefront for the next decade. 
But, according to the Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists, there are other, 
new processes, some of them ex- 
tremely promising, particularly for | 
pollution problems. A little booklet 
called “The A-B-Seas of Desalting”, 
put out by the U.S, Department of 
the Interior, tells in simple language 
about thirteen different methods of 
water purification -— various types of 
distillation, chemical methods, freez- 
ing, evaporation and passing through , 
semi-permeable membranes. { 

A better name for these mem- 
branes is “magic membranes”. The 
idea is to make a sort of magic plas- 
tie sheet which will let water go 
through, but not salt or other conta- 
minants. Then you just push your, 
water through and out, Presto! 
water!

NATIONAL FOREST 
PRODUCTS WEEK | 


Forest products have been “inti- 


mately related to our development in 


range of more than 5,000 useful items 
made from wood —— for cribs dnd 
caskets, for paper certificates from 
birth to death. In its raw form as 
posts and poles, in its manufactured 
form as lumber or plywood, or in its 
chemically treated condition as rayon, 
pulp or paper, wood serves mankind 
well. We in Ontario can be thankful 


‘for the supply of wood with which 


we ate blessed for our own needs and 
for sale to others around the world. 
History suggests that the first saw- 
mi¥in Ontario was at Kingston Mills 
in 1782, But: the lumbering boom 
began about 1806 when timber ex- 
ports to Britain expanded. There were 
ups and downs, but the lumber indus- 
try continued as a major operation 
in«the Province until the beginning 
of the 20th century. Fantastic vol- 
umes of timber were taken out. The 


| river drives and the lumberjacks pro- 


vided.a period as colourful in many 


“ways as the cowboys of the wild west. 
_ ‘The lumber industry is still important 


in Ontario. There are many mills and 
many people employed by it. 

Our paper industry began in 1825 
at Crooks Hollow near Hamilton when 
James Crooks made paper out of rags 
for the government. The following 
year, the first papermaking machine 
jn Canada was set up in the Don 
Valley above Toronto. There is a 
paper mill there yet. While the grind- 
ing of wood to produce “groundwood” 
pulp was known in Canada in 1838, 
it was not used commercially until 
1869. The soda process, “cooking” 
wood in caustic soda, was first used 
in Ontario in a mill at Georgetown in 
4871. Many small paper mills existed 
in Ontario in the nineteenth century 
but the advent of the “sulphite” pro-

_A feeling of sympathy. for 
the’ bull* crept over me, only 
later to turn to utter disgust 
for the entire spectacle. To my 
way of thinking it was an un- 
fair fight — the bull had little 
chance as the odds were so 
heavily stacked against him. 
And this just ain't cricket ac- 
cording to the rules of fair. 
play which are predominate in 
Canadian sports. 


The ultimate’ goal of the ma- 
dador is to kill the bull. The 
coup de grace is done with a 
sword, which the matador 
rams between the bull's shoul- 
ders into an area no bigger 
than a silver dollar. A perfect 
thrust usually kills the bull, 
but often the animal collapses 
to its knees and then a pun- 
tillero jabs his dagger into the 
base of the skull killing the 
bull instantly. | 


However, if the matador 
does not hit his mark, the 
aword rips into flesh and bone, 


crippling the courageous beast ;- 
to the extent where it becomes 
a gory. creature staggering 
about the ring. I saw one mata- 
dor miss five times with. his 
“moment of truth” thrust. The 
results were not pretty. 


It ‘is mandatory that 
bull's head must be lowered in 
order to make a good kill. This 
is done during the 12-minute 
fight by the matador and his 
associates (toreros), who wea 
down the powerful animals by 
various methods. Also, a daz- 
ger is rammed into the bull's 
neck before he enters the ring,

Banderilleros jab six barbed 
sticks into the bull's shoulders 
and picadores on: horseback 
uses a vara (lance) to jamp 
into the shoulders. And during 
all«this ahe matador and his 

. pals wave’ pink and red capes 
in front of El Torro. The bull 
is kept ina 
throughout. 

jt is impressed upon tae 
{ourists that each manouvre is 
intended not to inflict pain 
uponthe bull, Each facet has a 
definite purpose. But the mata- 
dor must kill it bravely and 
skillfully, and to do this he 
must prepare the bull for 
death “in an artistic, yet domi- 
nating manner, risking his own 
life.” 


When the bull is. finally 
_Stabbed to death a mule team 
races into the sandy arena. The 
bull is chained to the team and 
dragged away. 


When the last animal. has 
been killed and the final 
blotches of blood darken the 
sand, you head for the exit, 
feeling slightly weak in the 
knees and extremely dry in the 
throat. Looking about, you are 
not happy about being a mem- 
ber of the human race.

A large crowd attended the dedica- 


| tion ceremony at the Armoury last

At the unveiling of thie memorial, 


Sunday afternoon for the $5,000 mem- 
| ori ial donated by members, ex-mem- 
bers and friends of the “Hasty Pees”. 
The dedication date, September 10, 
coincided with Canada's Declaration 
of War itt 1939. 

The dedication opened with an in- 
vocation, prayer and scripture read- 
| ing followed by a tribute to the 
regiment by Major, Archdeacon A. 8. 
McConnell. The unveiling of the monu- 
ment was carried out by Lt.-Gen. 
Howard D. Graham and Lt. Col. A. A. 
Kennedy. It was then dedicated by 
Rev. R. W. Lane. 

The tribute to the regiment made | 
by Archdeacon McConnell commended | 
and honoured the men who served 
with the regiment, during World War, 
Il. He said that “the men,. although | 
they died, were not and never will, , 
be dead. They wil return to their | 
fields in Prince Edward and their jobs 
in Hastings because they remain 
alive in the hearts and memoies of 
other men. 

He aiso remembered the families 


of the dead men saying that they too } 


had made.a great sacrifice and had |

with the Regimental cap Badge and 
Shoulder Flash. 

Now, thanks to the donations of 
everybody concerned and to the.men 
on the Memorial committee, a monu- 
ment stands that will never let any- 
body forget the sacrifices made by 


members of the regiment for their 


friends and countrymen.

Don’t * worry. After this 
week, ] won't say another word 
about Expo. But 4 wish every 
school child in the world could 
see it. , 

First time we ever saw the 
Expo site was about four ycars 
ago, on 2 trip to Quebec City. 
The fabulous fairylands of the 
islands as they are today were 
piles of mud in the St: Law 
rence then. 

During those years, Canada’s 
gloom and doom purvéyors — 
and we are loaded with them 
~~ happily predicted thet Expo 
would be the flop of the centu- 


ry. 

Afterall, it was an all- 
Canadian production. Couldn't 
help but be a dismal failure. 
The prophets were appalled 
when it turned out to be the 
greatest show on earth. And it 
is. 

Aside from the magnificent 
pavilions, Expo has an atmos- 
phere, a flair, that may never 
be equalled. There is a gaiety, 
a courtesy, a lack of commer- 
cialism, that is like heady 
wine, in this sour, ill- 
mannered, materialistic age. 


Ah, the gaiety and courtesy 
with which we were given di- 
rections for getting home, our 
second night there! The park- 
ing attendants put us on the 
right road with ineffable Gallic 
charm.’ Half an hour later, the 
signs said we were heading, 
not west for Ontario, but 
south-east for New Brunswick: 

1 stopped ‘and asked for di- 
rections. The chap spoke no 
English. None But my French 
was more than up to the crisis. 
I simply said, “ We wanna go a 
Ontario Ou est la best route?” 
He replied directly and briefly, 
in no more than eight minutes 
of arm-waving, shrugging and 
fast French. 

Just about then, thank good- 
ness, there was a tremendous 
clang on the highway. A 
smash-up. Nobody hurt, but it 
did bring the cops. One of 
them gave me, in fat, polite 
and intelligible English, la 
route directe. We sped happily 
along until a sign announced 
that we were heading due east, 
for Quebec City. 

I stopped at a bar. Three 
delightful chaps gave me three 
perfectly clear-cut means of 
getting turned around and 
headed west. An hour later, we 
found ourselves nearing the

Home. at 3.30 a.m.

1 doXt suppose you could take 
a plot of ground the same size 
inthe entire “werld and find 
one-tenth as many beautiful 
girls as there are at Expo. Nor- 
mally, 1 wouldn't classify this 
sort of thing as “trouble”. 

But th girl-watching we did 
ruined the ordinary type. We 
spent hours and hours watch- 
ing Kim. Or -trying to. Il 
swear she cerried with her a 
package labelled “Instant Invi- 
sibility”. 

One minute she was right 
{liere at our elbow. But if We 
dared flick av glance at any- 
thing else,-she had vanished 
into a crowd fof over a 
quarter-million. Twenty frantic 
minutes later, we'd find her, 
calmly looking at something 
and completely uncaring about 
where we were.
